












A True Reprefentation to the King and People 
of England, how Matters were carried on all a- 
long in Ireland, by the Late King James, in Fa¬ 
vour of the Irijh Tapifts there, trc. 

T O’fatisfie thole that make it their bufinels to refleft 
on the P rote ft ants who left Ireland, in the late Ca¬ 
lamities ; the following Reafons are briefly offered. 
Fir ft, It is clearly evident, That Ireland is a 
Kingdom depending on England, and that the A£bs pafTed in 
it are to be altered, amended, and confirmed by the King 
and Council of England, as by Poyning s Act in Ireland, may 
more fully appear. That England receiv d K ftf. as their law* 
ful King/ is likewile granted; and that Ireland intirely fub* 
mitted/isevident: And here I will notenter into a tedious 
dilcourfe of all the mealures taken fince 1660, to fubvert 
the Protepant Religion, and the Laws Eftabhfhed, (which 
mil he ftjortly at large fet forth, by another Hand, to the 
full fat is faction of every Impartial and Vnprejudiced per- 
fan) but briefly and truly give an account of the Proceed¬ 
ings in Ireland lince his Acceflion to the Ciown. . It is 
plain, that his whole endeavours were bent to intro¬ 
duce Popery, and eftablifh it in thele Kingdoms, and that 
he could not more readily effeft it, and try the Genius of his 
Proteftant Subjects of Ireland (who were taught to yield hint 
Paflive Obedience, by the eafie compliance of feme of their 
Party then in power, to his fierce Incroachments) than by 
a new modelling of the Army there ; which in a very little 
time was fo purged, that fcarce a true Proteftant, or honeft 
Gentleman was left in it: And tho’it began by degrees 
whilft his Excellency the Lord Clarendon had the Sword, 
yet it was fully executed (to the almoft mine of many a 
worthy Gentleman, whole fortune depended on it) a little 
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after the Lord Tyrcornel had the honour of being his Depu¬ 
ty in that Kingdom. This being the firft ftep, the Irijh were 
made Officers, and Troops and Companies filled every 
where with them, and were trained and exercifed by an ex¬ 
traordinary diligence of fomegood old Officers, kept in I 
fuppofe of purpofefor it, who foon became, not only con¬ 
temners of their Protejlant Commanders,but were preferred 
to their places. So that theSword(and conlequently the Mi¬ 
litary command of that Kingdo n)was wholly in their pow¬ 
er. The next thing to be looked into was the Civil Magi- 
ftrate, and he who was known to be a true Protejlant , was 
Ja.'dafidc, and new Judges of the right ftamp were firft 
Coyned, who had command in their refpe&ive Circuits to 
inform the Government of all Protejlant Juftices (or Crom- 
jve/Ps favorers as they called them) who were likewife pre¬ 
sently ealed of their Commiffions, and all other Imploy- 
ments. Then the O fit ers of the Revenue were alio purged; 
and feveral of the Irijh who had got in among them (in infe¬ 
rior Rations) yet in regard they were not fo well qualified 
as the Protejlants, by a knowledge in thofe affairs, Lome were 
removed, and the meft uleful of the Protejlants reftored for a 
while; yet as the Irifbgrew skilful,the Protejlants ftill were 
outed again: Matters being thus atted and the Protejlant No- 
I'ility, and many of the Gentry knowing of no better Expedi¬ 
ent than to come into England (fince they could not ftruggle 
againft the King’s will, which was a Law in Ireland ) there¬ 
fore they removed hither to make a Remonftrance of the 
Grievances of that Kingdom to the late King: and tho’ they 
flock’d over out of ail parts, yet they prevailed fo little to 
gain any rediefs, that they law plainly they could not return 
into Ireland without apparent hazard of their Lives. 

And now was it judged by the Ld. Deputy the fitteft time 
tor mm to put his long contrived defigns of Subverting the 
1 ' rote ft a »J Religion,and introducing Popery jntofull Execution ; 
upon which in November hft, there was a motion made in 
Council for difarming all the reft of the Protejlants of that 
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Kingdom, which being known, and moft concluding that 
as foon as their Arms were taken (there being then°a hot 
Difcourfe of a general Maflacre intended) ’twas only to 
leave them more naked and expofed, lo as that might have 
its full effect moreeafily, and with lefs oppofition upon 
them,which alarm’d thoProteftants lo,that many thoufluids 
came flocking over to avoid that fatal ftroke. Now were 
the few ProteJlants who lived difperft left to fhift for them- 
felves. In the mean time the Lord Tyr cornel (who ftill had 
the Sword undemanded and undifpofed of to any other) 
iffues new Commiflions, not only to the Ro. Ca. who had 
fome Eftates \ but to all ? who were willing to ftand up for 
the Caufe, that were men of broken Fortunes and worfe 
Fame, but could influence the Rabble and raife Companies, 
only with this Salvo, that they fhouldmaintain them for ? 

• months on their own coft and charge,and then they fhould 
have their Commiflions given them : by which it was ad¬ 
judged, that in regard there was but little Money in the 
Treafury, they fhould be fitted for fervice againft the time 
K. J. fhould come, or fend them Money; or,that if the De¬ 
puty found an Am my ready to Land out of England, what 
Money was there would be little enough to bear his Char¬ 
ges,and furnifh him with Neceffaries on his flight. But thefe 
Commiflions(or ratherIncouragements)being very many, 
foi every one who could get about 60 frames, or Country 
Feilows to joyn with them, and own him as their Captain 
immediately ftrutted and looked very big, and was ho¬ 
noured, by the name of Captain • fo that it was nothing 
itrange to have 20 or $0 Companies in a County, and 
thefe the noted Idlers and Cow flealers. So that prefently 
P c C a ptains(many of which had not 3 Cows of their own) 
had feveral fcores of Cattle driven into Nooks and By- 
Paths , and all that were branded, were fure to go to Pot 
in regard the Horne (as they called ir) fpoke Eng/iL ; the 
reft were fent into other remote Counties to the Officers 
theie, and thofe again fent their ftolen Cattle in exchan re 
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f™-the other (which was done to elude a Proclamation 
h orn the Lord Deputy on the many and daily Complaints 

and be 

aiSin^and aflifting to recover the ftolen Cattle, and to pm 
nHh die Offendel; which pafs’d lor currant. Font was 
well if a Protepxt could go iafe to the Captain of the next 
Garrifon.who fometimes would belb civil (Specially if a 
Sum of money were given his men to affift in the fearch)as 
to (end 8 or i o miles, but be fure the Cattle mult be tar 
enough from the place hatched ; and fometime when jo 

or A good fat Bullocks came to be made a Prey, thata- 

bout aid or 4th part mull be laid afide for the Pot; the 
reft for a Bribe of c or 6 1 . would be got by home of the Sol- 
diets who would (wear loftily they were forced to promtfe 
fo much to their Spy : Yet no looner (on the deliver}- of 
the greater part of the Cattle, and the money receiv do but 
be (me in a night or two the Cattle were again1 ftolen.Thus 
the merry Drivers (as they called themfelves) valued not 
0 oyn about 60,or 80,or .coin one Party,and forceaway 
what Cattle they had a mind to: lo that fometimes 00 
Sheep would fcarce feed the Drivers with their Families 
and Friends ■ and a purchace of about100, was only fit to 
be divided among them and their Crew into Lots and 
Parts (but they called them Sie.tga-) And now thefe new 
rfts’d Forces were rood of them half armed out of the 
Stores the reft were pretty well fitted (or Piles made in 

the Country, and the Priefts and Fryars commanded (on 

obedience to the Holy See) that no perfon whatever 
n ij appcar at Mals without his long ike,we and H,lf- 
win 1 accordingly was performed and one perlon 
tho had not one foot of Land but what lie Farmed from 
an Emhtb Gentleman, had 1 2 dozen or each made lor him 
felf and Tenants, an account wheteot was lent the Govern- 

merit but no notice tcikeo. ni^ui4 

And now was ic judged fit that tbofce newrests dforces fiiould 
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betake themfolves to Garrifbns, which was fuddainly done 
-—And not only were the Kings Garrifons,torts, and Ca- 
files, well ftored with them, but many Gentlemens houfes 
that were ftrengthy, for whofe owners were judged dif- 
affected to them) were likewifo filled with their Numbers, 
and the Proprietors,or PolfelTors turned out,and the provi- 
fion foized, (and it was an extraordinary favour to get off 
anv Goods that were of any value) on pretence that it was 
for the Kings ufe, and that he would make latisfa&ion as 
he thought fit, and that it was done by his Command. 

Now was it plain, that this Army was not defigned to 
fight with Butterflies, and that the Lives of all the Prote- 
ftants that flayed, were in apparent danger: On which an 
humble requeft was made to one or two perfons ofgreatefl 
Quality and Station,to ftand u [5 for the Protejlant Religion. 
— But either through too much Loyalty, or judging the 
fcattered and dilperfed Protefiants , too weak to withlland 
their fhock,(much lefs to difarm the Party defigned) was 
therefore declined and judged unfit to attempt as they pro - 
pofod, foizing the Sword, Lord Deputy, and Dublin. 

Matters being thus trgnfaded, it was judged by die 
P rote [l ant Gentry of the IVtjl of Ireland, that in regard 'Shgoc, 
(which is a Sea- port Town, and the chief in the County) 
one of the beft Polls and ftrongeft, being alfo well fituated 
to pafs from the North to Connaght \ (the Irifb Company a 
little before being drawn out of it to a General Rendezr 
vouz) and many of their new railed Forces poflelling them 
felves d. ily of the moft confiderable ftrengths in the Coun¬ 
ty, as BeUhy y Moygara , which belongs to the L.Kjngfion and 
his Tenants, Oufied y and Ballyrnoate ; therefore, left they 
fhould likewifo poflefs themfolves of Sligo as they intended, 
it was refolved by the Protefiants there to enter it, and pof- 
fols themfolves of it for their defence and lafety :.and fo they^ 
did nanimoufly ilfue their Declaration on the 4 th dav of 
Jan 4r.laft that they alfociated themfolves in the neceffarv 
detence of their Lives and the Protejlant Religion at by Law 
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eftab lifted, which to their ntmoft powers they would main¬ 
tain,and would not prejudice eve-n Roman Catholicks whilft 
they demeaned themfelves according to the Laws—The 
Proteftants then ehole the Right Honorable Robert L.Baron 
of Kjngjlone the Honor. Cbidley Coott , Efq; their Com¬ 
manders in chief,to whom they promifed intire obedience. 
—And accordingly all were formed into Troops and Coni' 
panies, and all furnifhed themfelves with the Men under 
their refpe&ive Commands, with Borfes, Arms, Ammu¬ 
nition, Provifions, &c. imploying all the Smiths in fixing 
Arms, making Pikes, Stars, and other Inventions againlt 
Horfe, and to defend Forts, buying all the Scythes, and fix¬ 
ing them on Poles, building up the old and decayed Forts, 
making Draw bridges,ordering frontier Garrilons,keeping 
ftrong Watch and Ward on all Quarters, at Grange near 
Mid-way to Balijhannon, to hold their Correfpondence with 
Derry, at Netv-town, Dromahere f and Manner harm It onf.es have 
intelligence with EnnukillwgfX Dr. Lefties, at Coolooni, and 
Marcrayfo prevent an infal from the Boyle, or Ballymoatt ; at 
Ardinglafs , Lack an, and Cottleflovn , to awe the new rais’d 
Army in the County of Mayo , part of which had feized 
the Bifhop of Kjlldlas Houfe: And when one Mr. Trem¬ 
ble (a Servant of Sir Arthur Gore's) ask d one Cart,fin 
Walter Bourke why he would feize the Bifhop’s Houfe, 
and make it a Garrifon, the Gate was fhut upon him, 
and he let upon and barbaroufly murthered. Likewife 
an Account of the Proteftants, who were at Foxford , 
and many other places, who were drawing to Sligo on 
the Orders that iftued for dilarmingall Proteftants of the 
Kingdom ; as alfo to take all their Service-Horfes, which 
was obeyed with that Secrecy, Diligence, and Care, that 
not fo much as a Plow-Horfe was left; fo that many a Fa¬ 
mily, for want of a Horfe to carry their Luggage, was 
forced to flay and fubmit to their vnercilefs Cruelty ; but 
this Garrifon relieved and conveyed many a diftrefted 
and robbed Proteftantto Sligo, who foon was recruited 
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and put into Troop or Company at the Officers cold. 
During this time there was a fecret Intreague with Se¬ 
cretary Ellis and Mr. Temple : As alfo a (ham Letter 
from the Lord Tyrccnellnw England about delivering the 
Sword y and had there one been Lent to demand the 
Sword with about a Thoufand Soldiers, Yis not doubted 
but it would be delivered, though at the fame time the 
Lord Mont joy (leaf!: he fhould (hind up for the Prote¬ 
ftants) is Complemented with an Embafly into France. 

And now the Trijh getting all this time to I'trehgrhen 
themfelves, and the Arms and Horfeftaken Trdm the 
Proteftants, they began to enertafe to an Army of 
90000. ftrong : And all this while there was neither 
Commiffion, Arms, Ammunition, or Money fent to the 
Proteftants at Sligo, notwithftanding that as they' were 
Informed, it was earneftly folHcited by a Perfon of Qua¬ 
lity in England , who knew the goodnels and ftrength 
of that Poft they were in, and that they daily expeft- 
ed fome Succours, fo that the Proteftants there began 
to be in very great want of Ammunition 5 and not¬ 
withftanding all their endeavours, wanted many Arms, 
tho’ all the fowling Pieces were cut into Carbines, and 
Smiths continually at work. And the Sword (to which 
the Supreme Acknowledgment is paid; was ftill unde- 
manded in the Lord TyrconneP s hand, and fure with¬ 
out Command he would not lay it down , yet the Pro¬ 
teftants at Sligo cbntinued in their own and Proteftant 
Religions defence, according to their Declaration of 
the Fourth of January, without any violation of it, and 
kept conftant Watch md Ward with the ufual Exer- 
cife againfl: occafion offered, 'only on account of fe~ 
veral Proteftants who were ftopt at Boile, and their 
Goods feiz’d by Colonel Mac Do net, who poffeft him- 
lelf of my Lord Kjngftons Houfe there, and likewife 
on all the Corn and Hay of his Tenants near it. The 
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fa id Lord Kingfton writ to the Colonel, defiling him 
to let the Prote{iants with their Goods come down, for 
he did not hinder any Papift to remove to him $ which 
not being done , my Lord refolved to deliver thofe 
from their Reftraints, and accordingly with a confide- 
rable Party of Horfe and Foot marched to Boile ; but 
the Colonel hearing of my Lord’s coming, drew in all 
his Men and Horfes into my Lord’s Houle and Court, 
and Capitulated, and let his Prifoners go 3 and enga¬ 
ged on Honour not to hinder any from joyning at 
Sligo 5 but no fooner was my Lord and his Party gone, 
than the next day thole that heard of that Engage¬ 
ment, and w r ere defirous to go thither, were all feized 

and kept dole Prifoners till the Affizes- About this 

time, which was the izth of March , the unlucky De¬ 
claration (pardon the Expreffion) of the Second of 
February laft, as being fent before any Army was Land¬ 
ed to back it, and was there receiv’d, which gave time 
to all Papifts to lay down their Arms and repair to their 
refpeftive Dwellings by the 10th of April laft, See. 
which did fo tye up all the Proteftants from offering 
Violence, even to thofe who fome time before ftole 
their Cattel, that the leaft Violence was not offered 
them, in an ablolute and in tire Obedience to that De¬ 
claration by which means t ( hey were encouraged to 
have pardon for their Villanks and Robberies, and told 
by the Priefts, Fryars and Officers, that up Army would 
be fent to fupprefs them: and therefore till the time li¬ 
mited, they fhould let none know their Refolutions, 

whether to lay down, or Rand to their Arms.-Alfo 

the breach Marquefs Dupont landing in Kin file, and 
going to Dublin about this time, Wfis fplendidiy enter¬ 
tain’d there by the Lord Deputy, who affured him it 
would not be long till an Army Landed in Ireland ouc 
of France , as alfo of Ring James ’s going thither very 
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fpeedily, and a full account cf what fince hapned, 
which would not at all be credited by any Proteltants, 
but that an Army would land out of England before 
any could come from France j but it was hoped the 
Marquefs would not return back to France nor fcape 

our Men at Sea-Intelligence being now receiv’d, 

and Account g[ the Army, and how Affairs ftood, be- 
ing fent back by Monfieur, it was judged expedient 
to march an Army with ail fpced to the North, and 
fupprefs the Proteftants there. Accordingly an Army 
came to Lifnegarvy which (after a little Qifpute, a great 
number of their Men falling on a fmall Party of ours) 
made them quit their Ground.—- The noife ot this Vi¬ 
ctory foon took wing, and gave them encouragement 
to Befiege Colerain 3 and not being able to do any Exe¬ 
cution on that fide, drew off their Men to march them 
back to get over the Bridge above it, and fo fall on 
that Town from the other fide of the River, on which 
Colerain wanting trufty and good Officers in it to Com¬ 
mand, the Rabble with ( the Inhabitants deferted and 
left the Town, (excepting only thofe that refolved to 
fubmit to the Enemy) by which means, and the great 
diforder they were in to get to Derry , many a good 
Horfe and Aims, as well as the Riches of that Town, 
fell into the Enemies hands.— Notice cf thefe Difafters 
being immediately fent Fora Derry by Colonel Lundee 
to the Gentlemen, who kept Garrifons in their Houfes 
in the Counties of Monaghan , Cavan , &c. who were 
earneftly defied to draw down immediately with their 
Men, and joyn Derry Men, and underftanding the 
Condition Derry was in, marcht forthwith: And left 
the Enemy flbould poffefs themfelves of their ftrong 
Houfes, Goods, and Provifions, fet fire to all, and 
marcht away by the light of it; confuming their own 
Goods and Houfes, to joyn with Derry Men, and op- 
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pofe the Enemies marching thither to befiege it. And 
though it might be judged, the Loyalty and Zeal of 
thefe Gentlemen need not be queftion d ; yet hitherto 
there is but fmall Provilions made for them. And if it 
be asked what made them come over, his eafily anfwe- 
red, the Divifions in amongft feveral there, (who 
hitherto have Leaped being called to account for it 
may be fear’d, were private Inftruments) and who took 
on them the Command, and ordered Matters as they 
themfelves pleated, taking no advice but that of their 
own Pleafures, gave fuch plain occafion of diftruff 
that it was judged better by thofe and other honed 
Gentlemen there, to come over and give an Account 
how matters were, than to ftay in diforder and Con- 
fulion, when efpecially they were not able to hem the 
Current that fo violently run againft them, and whole 
bufinefs it was to joyn and affift with the Governour, 
rather than to give him publick oppofition, when pril 
vate Advice proved vain;do that as well to avoid mu¬ 
tinying with him, as to bring a Calumny on themfelves, 
to be fo much as fufpedted tor betraying that Intereft 
and Religion they were not able to defend or pre- 
the Rabble being in Conlufion, who lometime 
would have one, another day another Officer 5 andfome- 
time would joyn themfelves, and do as they pleafed 
The one parr of Froteftants deferting the other, and 
thefe not able to witbftand the Enemy without mutual 
affiftance; and if they could, not daring to truft their 
Governour, who was there (as well as he had been at 
Cftrain) when they were about feizing him, and (hut 
the Gates on him that he (hould not get away, till by 
his Oaths of fidelity to them, (which he freely gave'l 
and a little Policy, he got off; and being undervehe- 
ment Sufpiciofts of a private Correfpondence with 
Ring James, who about this time was in Dublin, had 
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created fuch great Jcaloufies, Feuds and Heart burnings 
in the Soldiers, he refufing to give the Command to 
him chofen by the People: which was of no fmall Ad¬ 
vantage to the Enemy, and daily weakned the Town, 
by the Defertion of thofe who durft neither truft him, 
nor themfelves under his Command. 

During thefe diforders, Letters came to Sligo by Ex¬ 
press one after another from the Colonel, defiring my 
Lord Krngjlon to fend a Party to join them at Derry. But 
anfwer being immediately return’d him, that there were 
not men enow at Sligo to keep that Poft(fo far from all re¬ 
lief and) in the Face of the Enemy, and of the want there 
was of Arms and Ammunition (which were then at Der¬ 
ry to be had for Money.) Every Officer for himfelf and 
Men, fent forfo many as they wanted, according to their 
Proportions,and made a Purfe.and thought it convenient 
to (end Captain Coote forthwith to acquaint them with 
theftateof the Garrifon and know theirs5 — and bring 
Arms and Ammunition, which were very much want¬ 
ing 3 — whilft another Letter came porting, to de¬ 
fire a fpeedy joining them at Derry. But a Council being 
call’d, it was refolved to ftay till Captain Coote returned 
and brought the certainty how Matters were, and not to 
quit that advantageous Port lightly, which coft fo much 
Money and Work to (Lengthen it, and had fo many Men, 
Women and Children, that had from almoft all parts of 
Connaght flockt to it, and could not get room, nor be 
provided for at Derry 3 and above all, was fo confidera- 
ble to awe all Connaght Forces, that in cafe of Hard- 
(hips, Succours could come by Sea, which were now- 
daily ex pc fled by every blaft of an Earterly Wind, which 
was heartily wilh’d artd greedily long’d for. But (freight 
a third Expreft was fuddenly hardened, (hewing the great 
Danger the North was m3 and if that were lofl, (as it 
wss 4 eared, without SV/ga-Forces joining them,it would)

that Sligo could not hold out long after, and earneftly 
defired to defert it $ and that he had provided Quarters 
and Forrage ready for them there, and come immediate¬ 
ly to their relief. On which Exprefs another Council was 
held,and knowing the great want there was of Ammuni¬ 
tion (not much above one Barrel of Powder being in the 
Garrifbn at Sligo,) and the Danger that threats^ them 
at Derry, it was refolv’d to join them forthwith, and quit 
Sligo, and to put all to the fbort blue of one Field t ighr. 
Accordingly all now refolved to march with Bag and 
Baggage. The next day was fpent in providing Horfes 
and Neceffaries, in getting Boats, breaking the big 
Guns, and fending of the fmall to Derry by Water 5 
burning and defraying all the Corn, Hay, and Haggards 
about the Country 5 calling in all the Frontier Garri¬ 
sons 5-and every one ufing his utmoft endeavours 

(fome by Water to the Ifland of Enijhmorrey, that was 
judged capable of defence till the Goods and Men could 
get off by Water to Derry, ,) the reft with what Horfes 
they could get: fo that the day following all marched 5 
and a Veffel lying then at Sligo , as many as could get 
off, with fome Goods, the Wind being fair, failed away. 
But after two daies March (in the faddeft Weather that 
could blow,) coming to Belajhannon, 20 miles from 67 /- 
go, a fourth Letter comes to my Lord, toftay him there 
till Quarters were provided for him, and Forrage got for 
Horfes 5 which was no fmall furprize, after drawing him 
from his Poft, on Affurance of providing thofe necef- 
(aries, and of the diftrefs that threatned Derry . 

A Boat alfo with Paffengers and Goods from Sligo was 
Caft away near Donigale , and another fent with the Field- 
pieces,by reafon of the Storm put into an ljiand, and the 
next day feiz’d and taken back, as were all the Goods, 
Provihons, Men, and Women that went into the Ifland 

which wasno fmall Booty-- But now was my Lord 

Kingjlon 
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KjngJlon forced, for want of Forrage, to difperfe his 
Men, fome to Beleeke, fome to Donigale , fome to Kil- 
labegt (to keep Boylagh men in Awe, who were extream- 
ly increafed,and began to rob publickly on Barnefmore ,) 
fome at BelajJjannon , and fome about the County } and 
lo continued for feventeen days in a very ill condition 
for want of Forrage, many of the Horfes being turned 
to Grafs for want of it, and the Weather continuing 
extreamly bad 5 which fo abufed them, that many were 
made unlerviceable.— At length a Letter comes from 
the Colonel to my Lord to BeLJhannon about ten at 
night, to fecure thePafsat Billymofey (30 Miles thence) 
by ten next day, which was altogether impodible to be 
done j — neither could it be (under half that time) that 
the men could have notice of it fent them, as they lay 
feattered in their feveral Quarters, which formerly I 
mentioned *, and many were likewile to provide Horfes, 
their own being dead, or fo weak and out of Condition 
for want of Forrage, that they were of little ufe for 
ervice : However two Companies that were at and near 
Donnigale , march'd in the Morning betime to join the 
Northern Men, and to fecure that Pafs, which was 20. 
Miles from them,and many hundreds of Men, Women and 
Children march’d with them, with Bag and Baggage in 
hopes to get to Derry before the Enemy intercepted 
them ; but this day being difmally wet, and extream 
windy, and marching over that horrible Mountain of 
Barneftnore, which is 15 miles long, tho’ they marched at 
an extraordinary rate, yet it was (even at night before 
they could reach it j and my Lord (expe&ing to meet 
Colonel Lundy there) rid with a dozen Horfe, to dif- 
courfe him, and to know why he was drawn from his 
Port on pretence of fo great danger ? why he kept there 
in that bad condition fo long after he had receiv’d his 
Letter, that Quarters and Forrage was provided for him 
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^^jfarfy^^vhy he had not notice fooner lent him 
of.the Enemies approaching lb near? and how was it 
pofiiblefor him to march his Men, who lay fcattered 
at fnch a diftance, under at leaft three daies notice > 
but coming thither, there was loon an account given by 
thofe, who that day were broke and fled from Cladyford 
Fight, that the Colonel, with the Horle whom he com¬ 
manded to go with him to fecure a Pafs on the River 
above Cladyford , was gone to Derry ; and it was not 
much queftioned but the Enemy, who foon fell into 
Rapbo, killing Men in the very Streets there, would 

be as foon at the Gate, and enter, as the Colonel.-__ 

And it is not much *o be doubted, that had the Irijh 
Army Liberty of getting over that Ford , which they 
could not poflibly do, without great danger of their 
Lives, the Waters being fo very high with that days rain 
and the Bridge being broken down, that if they could 
have marched over and purfued their Viftory, they 
would toegot in without great (if any) oppofition; 
tor Colonel C ummgham, with the Succours fent by him 
for the relief and defence of the Town, had let fail, and 
reurned : and it was not doubted but Derry as well as 
Colerain, would beleft to them by the Colonel, in re¬ 
gard that neither Men nor Arms were landed_And 

now this Party thus difappointed at BaUemofey, and the 
Enemy inflt^ between them and Derry ,after this 
days lad March, were now forced to return that night 
over that wild Mountain 5 and Horfes being weak and 
eary with the long March and bad weather, could 
not get back that night, but were left with Loads 
and all: So that by much difficulty, and by the great 
care the two Companies of Foot (who brought up

would have been left and loft, as almoft all their Goods 
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and Baggage were.- And next Morning gdrfaack to 
Damgale, with much difficulty and dlftrlfcf bv reafon 
of the badnefs of the Weather, as well as that of the 
way, and thd Darknefs, Windinefs, and Rain, contribu 
nng not a little to the Hazards and Lofies they fuftain- 
ed.-- And now confulting what was to be done i n 
thefe Diforders, or rather treacherous Practices it was 
concluded that my Lord Kingjion (with the’officers 
of his appointment that were there with him) (hould 
come off in three or four Veffels that lay at Killabegos 
and haften over and give an account how matters were’ 
and get Commiffiorts and return with all fpeed to- their 
Friends, Relations and Tenants, whom they mounted 
and armed and fent ftraight to joyn Eniskiitin Men * 
which was no fmall trouble to them, that after about 
four months coft, Offerings, and acquaintance, thev 
muft now part, having neither Arms, Ammunition, nor 
Supplies fent them : but it was now plain, that the Co¬ 
lonel (who knew very well that King Jams was near 
his Army) which gave clear oceafions of diftnrft and 
that the private under-hand intelligence he held would 
be to the ruin of the Proteftaots* and the day after the 
Lord Ksngjion the wind being fur, fet fail. But to relate 
themifenesand hardfoips they endured at fea , lying a 
Ship-board like packt Herrings in their Boots and wet 
Cloaths for fix pr feven days, and twice like to be caft 
away on the Scotch ohoar^ and thence getting to Glas¬ 
gow in fmall Boats, fpfire again riding poft to London 
with my Lord, others going to Edinburgh , an d then by 
Sea, lomy afoot to Letrerpool above 200 miles others 
again venturing, thither by Sea- whoever fince have

Horfes, Arms, orNecelfaries to carrythemovertav.ng 
fpent all, and to carry a Musket, and leave then. Farmbes 
in want, and wholly unfettled and wantingBread, would 
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not only be bad encouragement for them, but that Pay 
would neither maintain them, nor fcarce any one of their 
Familie; and whether a due confideration and regard be 
not to be had of thofe fo quallified for Employments, and 
Perfons of known Courage and Zeal for the Proteftant 
Religion, of whom there are many unprovided for of a- 
nv Employment, which would be a great eale to bngland 
in the feveral Sums paid for the Relief of thofe Prote- 
ftants who are now here in no capacity nor ability for 
providing for themfelves, tho they are lufficiendy zea¬ 
lous for their Majefties Service. . 

And whether a farther delay may not be prejudicial 
as Matters ftand, confidering that for want of a fpeedy 
relieving of Ireland, and not fending over but about 

loo. Officers, and one to Command in Chief, wnh 

Arms Ammunition, Commiffions, and Money m J“- 
vrnri February, March , or Afrit laft, that Kingdom 
had not been wholly in the Proteftants hands, notwith- 
(landing all the French Army fince Landed, as we 
that raifed by Tyrauwel, and if it had not prevented the 
ruin, Deftruflion, Defolation, and Cruelties, which the 

Proteftants there have fince fuffered. r „ , 

And now Yts hoped it may not be amifs to infpect and 
enquire who the Retarders are * and to doit fo effeftu- 
ally, that they at length be fruftrated of carrying on 
any farther Defigns, to the Apparent ruin of the Prc- 
teftants, and to-bring them to Condign Pumftiments 
for the Blood and Miferies many Thoufands have iutte- 
red by the lrifh and French Cruelties, who were the 
Inftruments who occafion’d it. And whether they di 
not endeavour by fuch Practices to Eftabhlh Popery, as 

well as Confufion. . , r 

Mav they therefore be found out and made Exam¬ 
ples for their Perfidy. May their Sacred Majefties 
ever be happy and defend the Proteftant Reli¬ 
gion from Popery and Superftition, and hav^ the 
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Hearts of all their Subje&s entirely united to them, 
whilft all Achitophels juftly fuffer. May England with 
all their Majefties Kingdoms and Dominions flourifh 
under Peace and Safety, whilft we Blels God for his 
great Deliverances he wrought for us, in Placing their 
Majefties on the Royal Throne. May the Poor Pro- 
teftants of Ireland Blefs the Almighty, who they hope 
hath railed a Deliverer lor them, that they may return 
in Peace to enjoy their Poffelfions 5 that they may 
make the right and San&itied ufe of their Affiidlions, 
fo that they and their Children may never forget the 
great Deliverances wrought for them : Whilft the Irijh 
and French be turned out of that Land, and receive 
their juft demerits, and that Religion and true Piety, may 
ever flourilh and be eftablifh'd among us for all Generati¬ 
ons. And may Stake Schamberg have this alio added to his 
former Renowned Adis, to prove the Deliverer,firft ofthe 
lr?Jh Proteftants, and then of the French in France. 
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
